Apropos of our “Random" in a { 
recent issue relative to the "Dtt> s 
Line” of steamboats, the men- 
tion of Captain James Dsv's* name 
revives inaoy pleasant toeaooiies of 
that good man and true friend in the 
writer. When he w», but a school 
boy the wri.cr was imbued with a 
great desire for a life on the wave. 
He read the history of all the great 
naval engagements, knew Capt. 
Maryatt's novels almost by heart, and 
was nsver lived of (H-rusing legends 
of the sea, as well as the catastrophes 
upon the inland waters. 

It was about this time that Cap- 
tains O. W. and Jatuei Davis bought 
the old emigrant steamer Delaware, 
which plied be, ween New Orlenus 
and St. Louis. They dismantled 
her and had her towed to Clarks 
ville, Tenn., so be used as a wharf- 
boat. They both boarded at the 
writer’s guardian's hotel for a loug 
time, aud by this means the writer 
Iwiatnc well acquainted with them. 
He spent much time aboard the wharf 
boat listening to his experiences on 
the river ns related by Captain J n, 
all the lime becoming the more 
anxious to he a marine. Owing to 
bis guardian's opposition to 
bis embracing a river occupation 
the w.iie. - rejoiced when his guardian 
gave h a consent for him to accept a 
clerkship on the wlmrfboat which the 
captains offered him. They were 
the agents for ali the boats runniug 
the Cumberland and as the M. C. A 
L., the only railroad entering the 
city was only under construction at 
that time, did a large business in the 
shipping line. Capt. Jim acted as 
the mate and watetrman, ami as 1 
had to be up to every steamer that 
landed it wbj nece>sary that we two 
^should sleep on board. During the 
long winter nights many au hour 
was whiled away listening to the in- 
cidents related by Capt. J im of his 
long ex|>erience upon the waters. 

“The Old Delaware" had but n 
small first cabin, the balance of the ' 
boiler deck being fitted up for an 
emigrant cabin, lu the small cabin 
the bulk heads between tbe stste 
roc ms lied been removed, making 
them large enough to be furnished 
similar to a dwe’hug on shore. One 
in particular had boen equipped with 
two beadstecds for Capt. Jim and 
the writer’s use. One night we re- 
tired pretty early after a busy day, 
but before going to sltep Capt. Jim 
related several amusing anecdotes <>f 
the time when he was a kid boats- 
man. In those days, when a mau 
dropped his push pole, 
he usually jumped over- 
overboard after it, provided he could 
not catch it otherwise. Some time 
during the night the writer was 
awakened by an unusual noise Capt. 
Jim was making and thinking he hail 
a night marc I turned over to get 
up and touch him, but just as 1 
s arted to do this Capt, Jim, who 
was standing half bent on the side of 
the old fashioned high bedstead, 
cried out, “Catch tuy pole,” and 
with his bauds pointed straight out, 
dived off the side of the bed on to
